concluded. The prisoners in these 
lock-ups fare badly indeed. In the 

summer with heat, taten by vermin 

in the winter, sleeping without either 
bed or rug on the cold stones with but 
one meal a day of coarse ranrha or 
pottage, they pass their tune leaning 
against the bars, Moffittg at pa 
by in the street. They curse and 
swear, gamble away their clothes, and 
in the intervals between these pas- 
times call on (Jod, on heaven and the 
i to deliver them They arc 
kept there, it, may he a few days and 
it may he for six or seven years. The 
conversation is made up of blasphemy 

ami obscenity ; the dirt is appalling, 

the allotted fond wretched. Many 
are brought to these dens merely as 
suspected accomplices of some crimes 
and they are kept there and thus 
hardly treated until they have cm 
fesscil all they know. With the wo 
men the hard treatment, the expos 
me. the absence of decency often 

brings about the desired effeol and 

they confess and betray all. With 
the men flogging, oouplod with this 
bail fare and all I he rest of it, often

the third. There may be two reasons 
assigned for his peculiar attitude. 
First, he may have in mind the ag 
gregate earnings of his shop, and may 
believe that his success as a fore- 
man is greater or less according to 
the quantity of work produced. Thus 
tbe true interests of the pupils are 
subordinated to the fictitious interests 
of the foreman. Secondly, he may lack 
the ability to underntand the minds of 
his charges. Very often the boy 
whom an undiscerning foreman sets 
down as stupid, may possess a latent 
Islnnt that, if developed, would carry 
him far in advance of his seemingly 
more clever competitors. His case 
requires patience and tact and encou- 
ragement, sad if his progress be slow it 
should not be designated as unsatis 
factory. It is these slow but em-nest 

rs who frequently carry off the 
honors. Rapidity of progress, while 
very pleasing to the teacher, is not 
always of the most lasting character. 
A boy who goes too fast, is more apt 

quire a superficial knowledge, 
than a boy who gets his information by 
degrees. If a trade instructor does not 
understand this, the pupils who are plac 
ed under him will suffer for it. What 
the Institution workshops require is 
not only masters of their trades, but 
men in full symapthy with the object 
of the trad merit, — men of in- 

telligence, who will labor with heart, 
and mind to give every pnpil who may 
come under their care as thorough a 
knowledge of the trade they represent 
as the pupil is capable of acquiring.

The Mayflower of 1620 was a cum- 
bersome vessel of perhaps 200 tons, 
which landed at Plymouth Hock a 
host of people known as tlie Pilgrim 
Fathers, who hud left, their native 
country to seek other shores where 
they would be unmolested in follow 
int.' the dictates of their minds. She 
was as slow in Hailing as she was un 
gaiuly in build, but M this may be, 
she fulfilled her mission, and no doubt 
it is to the credit of her crew that we 
are able to boast of another Mayflow- 
er, and to whom the members of the 
New York Yacht Club owe their fame 
for advocating iutemperance, in re- 
fusing " to give up the cup.'' 

The Mayflower of 1886, is a sloop 
which for build, grace, speed and sail- 
ing qualities, can only bo credited to a 
Yankee, and as she and her owner hail 
from Boston, she may be styled a 
downright Yankee, such a Yankee, in 
fact, as John Hull, with all his brag, 
failed to beat in the race with his 
most formidable antagonist, the 
British cutter Qalalea. 

It was in the race for the Inter 
national Cup, which has been com- 
peted for, and w is first won by the 
" America" in 1851, and since then 
retained by our country, although 
sailed for half a dozen times. 

On the Galatea's arrival, those will 
posted in yachting matters were of 
the opinion that wo would have to put 
up our best racer, and for this pur- 
pose there were several trial races 
between our crack yachts, the Puritan, 
Priscilla, Atlantic and Mayflower. In 
two out of these the latter showed 
herself superior, and it was finally de- 
cided she was the one to enter the 
contest to retain the cup. 

Jt had been said of the British cut- 
ter that she was at her best in a rough 
sea, and in the first day's contest, 
(here was not much surprise express- 
ed at the Mayflower coming in a win- 
ner, as she had been favored with a 
calm sea and a light breeze. 

The second day's content could not 
be definitely decided, there being a 
steady rain and a heavy fog all 
Uio day, which made it impossible to 
tell what yacht had the advantage, 
though it was generally conceded 
that the Mayflower was the better 
boat. On both occasions an army of 
boats of all descriptions followed the 
racers, and in a few instances did 
much in the way of impeding their 
sailing, but it was the last race, that 
which took place on Saturday, that 
the Knglish cutter was favored in 
every respect, and still beaten, or as 
you will see, literally ran away from. 
The Bong of about a dozen of New 
Yorkers seated on the paddle-wheel 
box of the monster Grand Republic, 
expressing the situation as she passed 
the Narrows and made her way up the 
Bay, better than we can: 

" Where in Uio Mnvllowcr V 
Sn mi Urn Hay! 

Win li' If I III! (IllllltOll? 

Far, far away." 

Altogether it was a splendid race. 
Such as yachtsmen delight in, and la- 
dies go in ecstasy over. The sky was 
blue and cloudless, tho sea was turbu- 
lent enongh to make those who were 
out for the first time wish they were 
home or on dry land. The wind was 
strong and steady, and the number of 
other craft which had come out to see 
i he race, were not of a sufficient num- 
ber* to interfere with the sailing of tbe 
competitors The scene was a splen- 
did one, with the large number of 
white-winged racers, tugs and steam 
ers, all gayly decked with flags, on 
which were large parties of ladies, 
whose pretty costumes added much to 
the effect. The Long Island, Statin 
Island and Jersey shores were lined 
with spectators at the most convenient 
places from which the race could he 
seen, ami the cheers, shrieks of steam 
whistles, foghorns and other instru- 
ments, made one on a yacht in the 
midsi of all, think he was in a veritahle 
pandemonium. 

A few days previous to tbe race, 
some of the Knglish papers boasted of 
what the Galatea could no in a heavy 
sea, and with u favorable wind, and it 
must be " gall " to them now to gulp 
down the fact that our Yankee sloop, 
Mayflower, heat their cutter under 
these conditions by almost hall an 
hour.
